ENERGY & BROADBAND PROVISIONS OF THE TEGISTATION

The Amer ican Recovery  and Re inves tment  Ac t  makes dramat ic  new inves tments  in  p roduc ing  renewab le  energy

and expand ing  broadband access  and capab i l i t ies .  Th is  leg is la t ion  w i l l  pu t  peop le  back  to  work  today  and

reduce our  dependence on  fo re ign  o i l  tomor row by  ramping  up  produc t ion  o f  renewab le  energy  and by

renovat ing  pub l ic  bu i ld ings  across  Amer ica  to  make them more  energy  e f f i c ien t .

Wi th  add i t iona l  research  and deve lopment ,  p i lo t  p ro jec ts ,  and federa l  match ing  funds  fo r  the  Smar t  Gr id

Inves tment  Program,  we w i l l  make s t r ides  towards  modern iz ing  the  e lec t r i c i t y  g r id .  These advances  w i l l  make

the  gr id  more  e f f i c ien t ,  secure ,  and re l iab le ,  wh i le  bu i ld ing  new power  l ines  to  t ransmi t  c lean,  renewab le  energy

f rom sources  th roughout  the  na t ion .

Through smart investments in broadband and wireless services, the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act

w i l l  s t rengthen the  loca l  economy in  underserved areas .  For  every  do l la r  inves ted  in  b roadband,  i t  i s  ca lcu la ted

tha t  the  U.S.  economy wi l l  see  a  ten- fo ld  re tu rn  on  tha t  inves tment .

Specifically, the Act includes:

;k S21 mil l ion to lowa for Energy Eff ic iency and Conservat ion Grants, which was announced to the state on

March  12 .

;k S80 mil l ion to lowa for Weatherizat ion Assistance Program, which was announced to the state on March

12;

ik 540.5 mi l l ion to lowa for State Energy Programs, which was announced to the state on March 12;

;k Nat ional ly,  S+.S bi t t ion for repair  of  federal  bui ldings to increase energy eff ic iency using green technology;

* Nat ional ly,  S+.S bi l t ion for smart-gr id related act iv i t ies, including work to modernize the electr ic gr id;

,-k Nat ional ly,  5300 mil l ion to provide consumers with rebates for buying energy eff ic ient Energy Star products
to replace old appl iances;

rf  Nat ional ly,  S1 bi l l ion for other energy eff ic iency programs including al ternat ive fuel  t rucks and buses
transportat ion changing infrastructure, and smart and energy eff ic ient appl iances;

;k Nat ional ly,  52.5 bi l l ion for the USDA Rural Development 's broadband loan, loan guarantee, and grant
progra m;

;k Nat ional ly,  54.7 bi l l ion through the Department of Commerce's Nat ional Telecommunicat ions and
Information Administrat ion loan and grant program;

;V National ly,  56 bi l l ion for renewable energy and transmission loan guarantees;
* Nat ional ly,  52.5 bi l l ion for research, development,  demonstrat ion, and deployment of energy eff ic iency and

renewable energy programs.
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
